Mailed Packages Must Be 


Wrapped For Hard Usage 


Poor wrapping of mail matter is 


not always 
the result 
of careless- 


ness, according 
to Postmaster Wil- 


liam H. Zuehlke, but is due more or 
less to unfamillarity of patrons with 
the condition of transit. 


Inasmuch as the sending of Christ- 


mas parcels will soon begin, the post- 
master offers a few suggestions as to 
the preparation and wrapping of mail 
matter. 


It is to be remembered' he said, 


that mail is handled often and sub- 
jected to pressure and friction in the 
mall bags and frequently is delivered 
from moving trains; henc« if mail 
matter is not enclosed in strong en- 
velopes or wrappers it is likely to be 
damaged. Envelopes or coverings of 
weak or unsubstantial paper should 
never be used. 


Parcels improperly or insufficiently 


wrapped need not be accepted for 
transmission 
in 
mails. 
Umbrellas, 


canes, golf sticks and similar article* 
must be reenforced by strips of wood. 


All liquid articles must be securely 


wrapped, surrounded with bran, saw- 
dust, botton batting, or other absorb- 
ent material in sufficient quantity to 
absorb all 
the liquid if the bottle 


should be broken. 


Articles easily broken are cakes, 


cameras, candies, candlesticks, china, 
fountain 
pens, glass, hats, jewelry,

Candies and cigars should be 


protected by a piece of corrugated pa-

on top and

WHY BATHE INTERNALLY? 


The popular notion of autointoxication is a vague

Of course such poisoning may occur 
in rare instances of intestinal obstruction, but cer- 
tainly it does not occur in every day constipation 
or imaginary constipation.

true conception of autointoxication, which it isn't,

"Steel prices," he says, "have re 


cently shown signs of weakening, a 
generally expected tendency. 
A sur 


vey shows that surface conditions in 
dicate strength, but the underlying 
situation which is the most important, 
tells a totally different 
story. You 


will remember that six months ago 
the trend of production of steel as 
well as other commodities, was dis- 
tinctly upward. Steel output has re- 
covered from the domestic 1921 slump 
when only 20,000,000 tons

With the increasing supply, there was 
no scarcity. Unfilled tonnage was in- 
creasing only moderately and trans- 
portation conditions were not consid- 
ered critical.
